1. IN THIS AGREEMENT 

"CO-OPERATING AGENCIES" MEANS THE AUSTRALIAN DEPARTMENT OE 
TRANSPORT AND THE OMEGA PROJECT OEFICE OE THE UNITED 
STATES GOVERNMENT. 

"FACILITY" MEANS THE AUSTRALIAN OMEGA EACILITY TO BE 
ESTABLISHED, OPERATED AND MAINTAINED PURSUANT TO 
THIS AGREEMENT. 

2. SUBJECT TO THIS AGREEMENT, THE AUSTRALIAN GOV'T 
SHALL DESIGN, CONSTRUCT, EQUIP AND COMMISSION IN ACCORD-

ANCE WITH DESIGN AND OTHER TECHNICAL STANDARDS AGREED

3. THE TWO GOVERNMENTS SHALL EXERCISE ALL REASONABLE

ALTER THE DATE OE ENTRY INTO FORCE OE THIS AGREEMENT. 


4. THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT SHALL MAKE AVAILABLE 
WITHOUT COST TO THE AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT THE EQUIPMENT, 
MATERIALS AND SERVICES LISTED IN THE ANNEX TO THIS NOTE 
AND SHALL BEAR THE FULL COSTS OF DESIGNING, CONSTRUCTING, 
EQUIPPING, COMMISSIONING AND OTHERWISE ESTABLISHING THE 
EACILITY EXCEPT THAT THE COSTS OE PROVIDING THE LAND EOR 
THE EACILITY AND STALE QUARTERS IF NECESSARY SHALL BE 
BORNE BY THE AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT. THE COSTS TO BE 
BORNE BY THEUNITED STATES GOVERNMENT SHALL BE

5. THE AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT SHALL BE SOLELY

6. ON THE COMPLETION OE THE EACILITY, THE AUSTRALIAN

(A) CEASE TRANSMISSIONS EROM THE EACILITY DURING 
SUCH PERIOD OR PERIODS AS IT THINKS EIT, OR 

(B) TERMINATE THIS AGREEMENT. 
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9. TO THE EXTENT THAT THE CARRYING OUT BY 

EITHER GOVERNMENT OF ANY REQUIREMENTS IN THIS AGREEMENT 
MAY DEPEND ON EUNDS TO BE APPROPRIATED TO THAT 
GOVERNMENT OR TO THE OTHER GOVERNMENT, THOSE REQUIREMENTS 
WILL BE SUBIECT TO THE AVAILABILITY OE THOSE FUNDS. 

10. THE EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS LISTED IN THE 
ANNEX TO THIS NOTE SHALL BE EXEMPT FROM AUSTRALIAN 
CUSTOMS DUTIES AND TAXES. 

1 1 . WHENEVER THE CO-OPERATION AGENCIES AGREE THAT 
THE WHOLE OR ANY PART OF THE EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS 
LISTED IN THE ANNEX TO THIS NOTE IS NO LONGER REQUIRED 
EOR THE OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE OE THE EACILITY, 

SUCH WHOLE OR PART SHALL BE RETURNED TO THE UNITED 
STATES GOVERNMENT EOR CONVEYANCE FROM AUSTRALIA OR, 

UPON CONDITIONS AGREED BY THE TWO GOVERNMENTS, DISPOSAL

12. AT ALL STAGES IN THE ESTABLISHMENT, OPERATION

OPERATION OF FACILITY, WE FEEL FORMULATION USED IN
